El 
Ileraldo remarks tha/ this important enterprise, to 
which the Government lends its favor with much 
earnestness, will facilitate the communications of 
the country with the United States and with Eu- 
rope. 

. The other project relates to colonization, and it is 
stated that the Mexican Government has contracted 
\vitu Gen. Goicouria for the introduction into the 
republic of colonists, to whom grants of land will be 
mule on very liberal conditio is. The Mexican 
journal, from which we have alreidy quoted, ex- 
presses its confidence, based on the known energy 
and tact of Gen. Goicouria, that a very large num. 
l»er of useful colonists will, under this contract, 
be brought into the country. We of course hearti- 
ly wish the General success in these legitimate and 
import :nt undert ikings. We are glad, indeed, that a 
gentleman of means with such a decided proclivity 
for forming an 1 reforming States has found so pro- 
mising a field f >r the exercise of his tastes.

There was much to be said in answer to the Review, 
enough to overwhelm it utterly, but, in our opinion, 
Mr. Dickens, in his reply, lias said but little of it, 
and that not worthily. He has not done justice to 
himself, in a two-fold sen»e.

He never could have been a 
great one, and his habits as a novelist have effectu- 
ally extinguished whatever early aptitude for dis- 
cussion he may have possessed. He belongs to a 
different rank of intellect. His mind is small, in- 
tense, genial, quick, and bright, but lacks the grasp 
and energy of a first-rate thinker. It is an exq its- 
ite pocket-glass, reflecting a subject by parts, In- 
stead of a grand speculum, mirroring it at fl 11 
length.

We doubt if he is capa- 
ble of producing anything of a controversial sort 
which in comparison with tti achievements in his 
proper sphere would not seem excessively tame and 
feeble. His impotence as a polemic resembles that of 
our own Patrick Henry as a writer. The greatest 
American orator was not more powerless with the 
pen than the greatest English novelist is with the 
pen of a disputant .

FASHIONABLE INTELLIGENCE. 
FASHION FOi: BVTSMBB. 
OPESISti OF TUE FALL SEA SOX. 

Ni:\v YoitK, August 25. 

The third week in August ha-- general]-. witMMM] 
the return of many ol" our citizens to town, and 
great activity in the jobbing departments of trade. 
The lateness of the summer season has however 
greatly retarded the preparations for autumn, and 
as yet few of the residents have returned to the city, 
and little been accomplished by wholesale merchants. 
Iu the meantime extensive arrangements are being 
made for an exceedingly active and brilliant season. 
At no previous time has so many goods been im- 
ported into this market, or of so "cost^ - a quality. 
One house alone has imported up to this time, 1,000 
silk rolies, sold at not less than $75 each, and this 
does not comprise a tithe of its importations for the 
season. When these figures are multiplied by the 
number of New York nouses in this line and" their 
average supplies it becomes a nutter of wonder 
wheri purchasers can be found for so enormous a 
quantity of articles of extravagant luxury, com- 
prining only one department in the domain of 
fashion and taste. 

Besides the single item of silk dress goods, the 
styles in plainer materials are very rich and attrac- 
tive, including many decided novelties in combi- 
nation and design. In this letter, without going 
much into detail, I will try to give a general outline 
of the most striking features offered in the rsrbua 
departments:

The pertinacity w ith which flounced robes retain 
their hold upon public favor is something remarka- 
ble, and can only be accounted for from the fact of 
the wonderful skill and ingenuity shown in the va- 
riety and beauty of the combinations. Every month 
some particularly wise person will assert that 
flounces are among the things that were, and still 
with every succeeding month we are assured by 
merchants that more goods of this style are sold 
than any other; and the demand continues unabated. 

Nevertheless the rju.'Ue or pyramid robes created a 
considerable diversion, the mode being at once so 
novel and so rfMinyue that it is uot surprising to see 
it adopted in all the more costly materials, and ar- 
ranged in such infinite variety as to be in no danger 
of producing a surfeit. 

The most prominent coma in plain taffetas, very 
heavy in texture, and in rich shades of brown, 
Maria Louise blue, purple and green. The pyramid 
or sidestripe is composed of rich black veh et exqui- 
sitely wrought in leaves and flowers. These are 
sometimes surrounded by a scroll or vine border, or 
by an arabesque pattern." A narrower border of the 
same description accompanies each robe as a trim- 
ming to the waist and sleeves. 

Superb brow n, blue, and drab moire antlaue have 
a side stripe of fancy plaid in very gay an.t striking 
colors, proaucing a very striking and brilliant effect. 

Exceedingly pretty but less expensive dresses are 
made of small checkered silk, black, brown, or 
green, mixed with white, and a qu/Ues, or striped at 
the side with two widths of brigut plaid ribbon, in 
which cherry is the predominating color. Of course 
the w-aist and sleeves are trimmed to corresjond, the 
sleeves being a plain j .ckey, and the body high, 
without basques, and finished" with ribbon braces. 

The latest imported novelty was found in a robe 
of brown tiiffntas, with three rather deep nounces of 
black and white checkered silk, terminating in fringe 
Down each side of the flounces was a side -tripe in 
brilliant plaid, combining a novel idea with a verv 
distinguished effect. 

With rare exceptions, the patterns for flounced 
robes are all designed in velvet, combining an im- 
mense variety of rare and beautiful styles. A most 
exquisite combination was formed in a very delicate 
shade of drab, with fine bayadere stripes of rich 
mallord velvet, bordered with one an inch and a 
quarter wide, which terminated iu fringe of the same 
shade. The contrast between the rare mallord, so 
warm, and glowing with the pure silverv tint of the 
silk centre, was more felicitous than could be imag- 
ined. Some of the designs are in flowers, surround- 
ed by a tracery of the most exquisite foliage; others 
still are in the pointed pyramid form, and composed 
of alternating marrow velvet, bayadere stripe*, and 
cords of satin of the same shade at the centre of the 
robe. 

The most fashionable liayadere silks come in solid 
colors, and are more elegant than the cken*, and em- 
bossed stripes in fancy colors which were obtained 
last season. Superb white, pink, and blue rober- are 
brocaded in w ide bavadere stripes the size and pat- 
tern of a flounce. This decoration is of course the 
same shade as the groundwork of the robe, but the 
beauty and perfection of the workmanship enable 
it to stand out with distinct and distinguished effect. 

In less expensive styles the stripes are much nar- 
rower and composed of line corded satin, firming a 
stripe an inch and a half in width, with the same 
space between of plain silk. These come in all col- 
ors, and make a very haudmnie costume, the pre- 
vailing hues being brown, black, and green. 

The extent and variety in which valer.tias have 
been imported is a significant proof of the popularity 
which these exceUent goads obtained last season. 



The new styles are much handsomer than any which 
have preceded them, both in texture and desist. 
Prominent amont' them are plain drabs, and borders 
cf the finest quality, plaided in verv- wide sections 
and gay colors; others are flounced, the patterns 
being worked in fancy-colored chenille, while still 
others possess the inevitable side stripe, which will 
doubtless be developed in every material of which 
dresses are compo<ed. Alreadv it figures largely in 
the motuselm de Liiaes, which em passant are other- 
wise remarkably handsome-, and will doubtless be- 
come a favorite material for ht me toilette. Anothtr 
j>eeuliarity deserves particular notice, it being en- 
tirely new and strikingly original. 

Most of the designs are" in exceedingly wide stripes 
and mixed palm leaf patterns entirely too large to be 
used for basque or sleeves without producin" an outre 
appearance, which is also very unbecoming? To ob- 
viate this difficulty the part intended for the waist 
and sleeves is designated in a small, arbitrary palm 
leaf pattern, not mixed with anv other de'ithi. and 
to still further increase the sinirularitv of the effect 
the color of the ground is entirely different to thai 
of the skirts. 

NOVELTIES IX SHAWLS, MANTLES, Tr.IMMIN<ls>, 1;.»N- 

XETS. and jkwelrv. 
If great industry, skill, and taste have been man- 
ifested in the dress-goods department, no less is ex- 
hibited in the immense number and variety of over 
garments with which our stores are already fur- 
nished. 

Among the materials, plush and chenille, in their 
finest and most lieautiful forms, figure conspicuously 
and to great advantage. A charming style for Sep- 
tember is a shawl composed of a small square of 
black cashmere folded over and bordered with crim- 
son cashmere p la Stelkt. This is edged with deep 
lace and completes an exceedingly graceful and 
stylish garment. 

Another just introduced into New York is called 
the "Shetland" shawl, and is composed of fine 
woolen threads, netted by hand and forming a very 
light and graceful over garment, which possesses a 
sufficient amount of warmth to neutralize the ef- 
fect of the slight chill wh ch succeeds the extreme 
warmth of summer. The lower part is arranged so 
as to present more the appearance of the circular 
than the shawl, which adds much to the beaut v of 
the effect. ' They come principally in white and sub- 
dued colors. 

Superb chenille shawls are designed in chintz 
pattern, with black border and d.ep black fringe. 

Plush comes in bright tints and is used principal- 
ly as a border to the plain drab and mixed centres. 
Its effect is heightened by being plaited in a variety 
of colors. 

A new woolen shawl is arranged so as to be capa- 
ble of folding into three different styles, including 
a Stella and plain centre and a plaid corner folded 
over. The price is moderate, and it will therefore 
create I furore among economical people. 

We have mentioned in various letters the gradual 
tendency toward uniformity in colors, especially in 
street costumes. This tendency is now distinctiy 
visible iu most of the fashionable toilettes in prepar- 
ation for the country season. A walking dress for 
September is composed of plain, dark green taft'et- 
tas, with a perfectly plain but very full skirt (elev- 
en inches is not considered too much), and a jac- 
quette of the same material, cut in novel form, a 
basque back, with a circle front and very wide 
sleeves. It is trimmed with velvet, of the same 
color, and drop buttons, the whole costume preserv- 
ing the strictest uniformity, with the exception of 
the hat, which must be of pink imperial lace, orna- 
mented with pink ostrich feathers, tipped with 
lMrabout, undersleeves, and smr.ll collar of jmM 
(Vaniflelerre. 

Little is known as yet respecting the fashion.. Lt 
modes iu cloaks; those prepared for the jobbing 
trade are always old styles and Mt offered to city 
purchasers. I may, however, mention one in ad- 
vance, because it is of so peculiar and striking e e- 
gance. and, to silence critics, we need only say that 
it has just been imported from Paris and is an exact 
copv of an imperial design. 

The form is that of a circular, cut so as to fall 
over the arm like a very wide sleeve, entirely re- 
moving the ungraceful appearance which results 
from passing the arm under a circular cut in the or- 
dinary mode. The material was line drab plush o' 
such perfect quality as to combine the lieauty of 
velvet and chenille. This alternated with wide 
M^ps of plaid plush in very gay colors; thus, a wide 
- i ipe of plaid down the center of the back, sup- 
ported on either side by equally wide sections of the 
exquisite drab, then two more stripes of plaid, which 
form the shoulder, followed by sections of drab 
edged, with a border of plaid down the front, which 
is braced across with straps and buttons. The hood 
is the shape of a half handkerchief, with the corner 
folded square across, ornamented by side corners of 
plaid plush, finished with fancy colored iamle 
Heavy cord and tassels fasten it at the throat and 
are thrown back to give the appearance of the kilt. 
The whole effect is riant and superb, but requires to 
lie worn with spirit and grace, and the wearer 
should be otherwise elegantly costumed. 

The prospect of an early and brilliant opera sea- 
son has induced the preparation of a large number 
of opera cloaks in novel and dutiab le style*. Two 
of these challenge unbounded admiration and will 
doubtless take the lead. The first is a small shawl, 
circle cut very wide from the shoulders down, so as 
to form a sleeve something like the plaid cloak above 
described. The lower part is, however, hollowed in 
such a manner as to form two points, to which are 
appended handsome tassels. Hoods are universally 
added, with cord and tassels at the throat. 

Another is also in the shape of a shawl circle, but 
has wide sleeves inserted. It is composed of fine 
white cashmere, bordered deeply with silver plush. 
Heavy chenille tassels are suspended from the arms 
in front and behind, and the quilted lining is com- 
posed of cherry satin. This also gives the sleeves, 
which are trimmed to match the skirt. The center 
of the hood is quilted with white satin embroidered 
with silver plush, and finished with chenille tassel 
With this cloak a hat is worn of rice straw, border- 
ed with a deep lace and trimmed with one long 
cherry plume. Wide strings of white taffetas, bor- 
dered'with inch strips of cherry velvet. 

The latest importation of Parisian bonnets exhib- 
its a decided effort at an enlargement over the face, 
with retreating sides, and a predominance of slop- 
ing crown 3 , which are however decidedly less popu- 
lar than the strait crowns. For promenade bonnets, 
the trimmings are almost exclusively comprised of 
feathers, uniform in the color with the bonnet. The 
prettiest style for Septemljer is a new lace called 
"V Imperati'lce." It is precisely like a new trim- 
ming for mantles which originated last season under 
the same name, and was imported exclusively by- 
one house in this city. 

It comes in rich dark shades of brown, blue, and 
green, and is ornamented with fall ostrich pinnies of 
the same color tipped with maral<o>ii, w hich imparts 
an air of lightness and grace to it. A fall of lace 
over the front and a very full ruche are the only dec- 
orations inside, if we except a tip of the feathers, 
which is placed far forward so as to shade one side 
of the face. These lovely creations are from the 
hand of Madame Alexandrine, of Paris, and are im- 
ported solelv bv Mad ime Harris & Sons, of this city, 
whose esublishment is celebrated for their unrival- 
ed French manufactures and receives the support of 
all tbe celebrated artistes, including Madame Lh 
Gran««, Vestivali, and Mrs. John Wood & Co. In 
trimmings great profusion i* manifested and will 
not be confined to the edge or Iwrdering of garments; 
indeed the disposition seems not to be, not so much 
a matter of taste or lieauty of effect, as to pile on 
a vulgar quantity quite regardless of condition or 
consequences. It is to be hoped the good taste of 
\merican ladies will soon correct this evil. 

An exceedingly beautiful novelty in decoration U 
imported as an ornament to the sides of the skirts of 
plain silk dresses, and can lie adapted to all colors. 
It is composed of chenille formed into a side stripe 
of exquisite flowers and foliage, and is accompanied 
bv a berthe for the low corsage, adapted to plain silk 
in fancy colors. This would be charming for an 
evening toilette. 

In jewelry there is an extraordinary demand for 



rare and costly articles of bijouterie, and the most 
superb taste i3 exhibited in their manufacture. The 
establishment of Tiffany & Co. has acquired an en- 
viable reputation f«»r the execution of this delicate 
workmanship, and especially for the perfection of 
their bridal sets. A chef eTaurre of this kind was 
completed a few days ago, the cost of which was 
upwards of $100,000. It was coiupot>ed almost en- 
tirely of diamonds of the purest water, with the ex- 
ception of a small quantity of peatli introduced for 
a particular eft'«ct. The »>raceUsts, broach. 4c, were 
all exquisite, but the triumph of art was achieved 
in the cluster of gems which composed the 
' agrafes," which were intended to loop up the folds 
of the lace skirt. These are doubtless the most cost- 
ly and perfect pieces of workmanship ever com- 
pleted in this country.

A CONVKXTIOK AT WASHINGTON — AMERICAN 

U.\iu.t Ai> Iaox. — Gen. Duff Green, as chairman 
«f a committee appointed by a meeting of persons 
interested in railroads, and charged with the duty

curities, and, from the proceeds of such sales and 
4beir own capital, to furnish funds to aid in the man- 
■facture of iron for railroads; that there shall 1* a 
ixed duty upon iron, sufficient to protect the capi- 
tal invested in its manufacture, and the currency

— Import'itU to 
U'tgtem Lenltrs. — A case of difficulty has occurred 
as the New York cattle market about the right (fa

rm the su! ject, *tates the rules which are followed

If you consign your cattle to a broker, directing ' 
him to receive, pay freight, and make sales, and af- 
terward come on yourself and sell them at whole- 
sale, independent of the broker, he is entitled to 
rommisi-ion for selling without guaranty.

How He was Saved. — The Newburyport Her- 
ald thus describes how young Stevens, a pilot of 
that harbor, was saved:

The rowers pull strong, but many 
yards are yet between them and the sinking man, 
when the vessel's prownears the spot, and with the 
captain's call — "catch hold," the rope falls upon his 
head an I is turned around the wrist. The rope is 
paid out, the sails shake in the wind; and in two 
minutes more — alter he had been in the water an 
hour awl o l,.i!f— the captain and his wife pull him 
over the side, helpless, and for a long time clouded 
and wandering in mind.

arrest of a counterfeiter or horse thief. There seems 
to be a regularly-organized band all over the coun- 
try, and they have headquarters iu every city. 
Louisville is not exempted. Their plans are well 
known to the police. The bands are organized in 
different classes. The shrewdest only lay the plans 
of operations; they take no active part. It isthere- 
lore next to impossible that any of them can be 
caught, and, if arrested and brought to trial, they 
find no difficulty in procuring persons to do their 
swearing. But a few weeks ago a band of counter- 
feiters was detected in Indiana. Within a few days 
another lias been nipped in the bud at St. Louis. 
The Democrat of that city, of Friday, has the fol- 
lowing notice: 

The Late Crim 'nal Disclosure. — A deeper cr more 
extensive scheme of villainy, arranged lo plunder 
the community and enrich the knaves who h ive con- 
cocted and were successfully executing it, has rarely 
been disclosed than that brought to light during the 
past week. Some tea thousand four hundred BDs] 
ninety-five dollars of counterfeit bills have been 
seized by the police, and its possession fastened upon 
the guilty parties. One only, of the arrested, who 
is hnoun'tole guilty, has thus far eluded the law. 
With the bills was found much valuable jewelry, 
and a lot of durxch utensils of gold and silver chop- 
ped up. The details of the arrest and legal pro- 
ceedings thus are before our readers, aud merit their 
careful attention. They, however, scare.!} indicate 
the startling nature of "the facts in the case. The 
long continued and assiduous watchfulness of the 
Chief of Potted has detected the existence among us 
of a large l>arty of dealers in spurious bank bills, 
acting systematically with similar parties in the 
principal" cities of the Union. They plan to make 
their fraudulent issues on the same day throughout 
the country, and in each city after banking hosm. 

The St. Louis crew are known to embrace men 
of respectability, engaged actively iu honorable and 
lucrative callings. These gentlemen, unconsciously 
to themselves, are jicrsonaJly knoicn. Their opera- 
tions have been ouurked when they imagined no eye 
was upon tbem. The walls within « hich they have 
met have had ears. When they have traded in , 
fraud and reckoned their iniquitous gains in shrewd 
disguises, birds of the air have carried the matter. 
Had it consisted with justice to have permitted the 
false len thousand dollars to issue and be scattered 
through the community . these men w ould have 
felt the scourge of the law. But, for the sake of , 
thousands of honest men, they are at present spared. 

Iu the meantime the more" daring instruments of 
their villainy wlH doubtless l»e punished. There 
must precede", the disinterested, conscientious, and 
modest efforts of counsel to bewilder and scatter the 
prosecutiou, and bv a skillful mingling of flattery 
and bravado to lead :he court by the nose, but the 
effort will probably fail. The case is too serious 
and the guilt too certain to permit the rogues known 
to be involved in it to escape through shrewd legal , 
maneuvering.
